I wrote about 1.J«. o there five years ago. Theca arc the "suicide" not" end Hoover’s 
forcing Alng to leave a decent motel in which he could have transacted the negotiations 
that wore part of hi# purpose la being in Memphis. I have uoaa beliefs about iiow 
Hoover did tills. They are now being checked by competent reporters, (in fairness to 
Hoover, x add that * believe ho had no way assassination would be with 
ing at the Horriina Hotel or that it was anything but ths kind of fine establishment 
he doscribed.Jn turn this sug^stu he was not alono in tho effort.) 

Because I have dono all the investigating in the Kay case, which means tiie ng 
case, 1 can b® uniquely helpful on this and am willing to be subject only to the limita- 
tions imposed by tha phlebitis.
